FREE TOLLS 


Has Read Into Record Argu- 


ments' Against' Repeal of 


Free Clause. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 7.—ACter a brief 


session today the senate committee on in- 
teroceanlc canals decided to take no "ac- 
tion on the Root amendment for the re- 
peal of tha free passage provision of the 
Panama canal act until after Senator 
Root had been heard in its support. 


While 
the advocates of 
the 
Root 


amendment do not count upon securing 
enough votes in the committee to report 
it favorably, the proposal probably will 
come before the senate either through a 
minority report or upon the demand of 
some senator. 


The no-toll provision passed the senate 


by a large majority. 
Unless a number 


of Democrats change their position the 
passage of the Root amendment does not 
appear probable. 


Senator Newlanda, an advocate of the 


no-toll provision, Introduced yesterday a 
Joint resolution and bill defining tho atti- 
tuda of the United States as to foreign 
shipping. He would establish the Princi- 
ple that the tolls remitted to American 
vessels anal! not be charged against for- 
eign ships to pay the cost of opi-ratlon of 
the canal. 
Under the Newlands hill the 


coat of canal operation charged to for- 
tign shipping would bt proportionate to 
the amount of foreign tonnage passlns 
through tho waterwar. 


Representative Knowland yesterday had 


read into the'Congresstoal Record a'lar#e 
number of aruumtnts against repealing 
the free tolls clause of the Panama cana 
law. 


Those arguments comprise planks from 


the Democratic and Progressive platforms 
declaring for free tolls, and a •statement 
made by Theodore Roosevelt when lie wag 
President, In wblch Roosevelt declarec 
that free toHs for American coastwise 
veiBPle Is right, and that the prlncipa. 
objection! to free 
tolls are interests 


backed by'the Canadian railways. 


A large number of resolutions from 


commercial organizations in every section 
of tho country declaring for free toll* and 
demanding that there bo no change In the 
canal law sent to Knowland, were also 
read Into the Record. Taken geograph- 
ically, these resolutions plainly show that 
uubllc sentiment generally throughout the 
country favors free tolls.

Apartment House Dwellers to 


Benefit if New Bill 


Is Passed. 


SACRAMENTO, Feb. 7. — Apartment 


dwello'rs, and more especially owners and 
builders of such abodes, will be vitally 
affected If Assembly bill 4S2, Introduced 
by Assemblyman Lyman Farwell of Los 
Angeles, becomes a law. The bill, which 
!;no»n as tho Tenement Act, iliakes 


drastle^provlslons for tlie lighting, ven- 
tilation, flreprooflng and sanitation of 
buildings occupied by more than 
four 


families, banishes tho hall bedroom and 
curtained alcove, and guarantees the right 
of every citizen to a daily splash In a 
tile-floored bathroom. 


The bill Is designed to replace the 


present law, which It repeals, and pro- 
vides that no tenement house liereaftor 
erected shall occupy more than 
SO per 


cent of a corner lot, not more than 75 
percent of an inside lot, and It may not 
be built taller than one and a. half limes 
the width of tho widc-streot upon Which 
It stands. Inside tenements are i to have 
yards not less tlmn ten feet deep, and 
when above 48 feet In height must add 
two feet to tho depth of the yard fdr 
every 12 feot excess height. 


BETTER VENTILATION. 


Better ventilation Is provided for by 


a requirement that all Inside courts must 
have at tho bottom an air shaft reaching 
to the street or court. 


Every apartment must have ons room 


with a, floor area of at least 120 square 
feet, and all other rooms must measure 
30 square feet, except kitchens and bath- 
rooms. Windows must equal In size one- 
eighth of tho superficial area of the room 
and must open directly upon street, yard 
or court. No room may bo partitioned or 
screened off unless some part Is 80 feet 
in area and contains a window. Alcoves 
are classified as rooms, unless 25 feet In 
area. 


Access to every living room and bed-1 


room and to at least one toilet must be 
had without passage through any bed- 
room. No cellar or basement rooms whoso 
ceilings aro less than 4 feet 6 Inches 
abovo the sidewalk may "bo occupied as 
living rooms. 


No wooden tenement mny be built to 


exceed three stories In height, nor to 
contain more than 150 rooms, exclusive 
of baths, If with brick Walls, they may 
reach to six storlos, but abovo that muat 
be flrefjroof throughout.

East Oakland, Feb. 4, 1913. 


EDITOR TRIBUNE—THE TRIBUNE management is evi- 


dently afflicted with a form of madness that may be termed 
Anti-San Francisco Phobia, for you seem to think that your read- 
ers are looking for nightly denunciations of our big neighbor. 
Nearly forty years' residence here, and a fairly extensive ac- 
quaintance with my fellow citizens convince me that they are not 
at all rancorous, or given to unjust criticism. You are therefore 
invited to measure up to the standards set by them and cease 
this everlasting hammering of San Francisco. 


Yours for good will, 
J. W. McCORD. 


We do not recall that Mr. McCord has ever protested against 


San Francisco's attempts to dismember this county and annex 
the towns on the eastern shore of the bay. Apparently he has not 
heard of Assemblyman Schmitt's bills in the Legislature to take 
Oakland's harbor from the city and hand it over to the control of 
the State Harbor Commission. 


We quite agree with our correspondent that the people of Oak- 


land entertain no rancorous hostility toward San Francisco or the 
people of that city. All they ask is to be allowed to manage their 
own affairs in their own way. That is all THE TRIBUNE has de- 
manded. Mr. McCord seems to regard this as a manifestation of 
rancor and hostility. 


When San Francisco was asking the people of this county to 


come forward with a million dollars for the exposition, we pointed 
to Schmitt's bills and said: "Call off your dog, and we will co- 
operate with you." This suggestion seems to have prompted our 
correspondent to accuse THE TRIBUNE of berating San Fran- 
cisco. 


His reprdbf reflects the characteristic San Francisco attitude 


toward this city and its people. Opposition to annexation is un- 
reasonable and unjust hostility to San Francisco is the peace 
offering handed to us. When we resent continued meddling 
with our domestic affairs, we are called a lot of impudent kickers 
against manifest destiny. When "we signify a desire to be friend- 
ly with our San Francisco neighbors and co-operate with them in 
schemes and movements for mutual benefit it is touted as an evi- 
dence that we desire to be annexed. 


The people of Oakland have only kindly feelings for San Fran- 


cisco, and would like to co-operate with her citizens for mutual 
betterment; they want to help along the exposition, and are in no 
-vv-ay jealous or envious of. San Francisco's wealth and prosperity. 
But they resent attempts to dragoon them into submission, and 
the persistent efforts to force annexation on them. San Francisco 
can never cultivate the good-will of the people residing on this 
side of the bay by continually bawling out: "Drill, ye tarriers, 
drill 1" 


They are not tarriers and they will not drill at the command 


of San Francisco or anybody else., They know their own rights, 
are alive to their own interests, and they are resolved to maintain 
the former and protect the latter. Mr. McCord may think we 
ought to do otherwise, but he has no, right to construe1 it as an 
expression of hostility. Whatever ill-feeling exists on this side 
of the bay is the fruit of unwarranted and unwise aggression, 
and it will subside only wFf ;i that aggression ceases. Oakland 
desires to be a fair and gentx-ous neighbor to San Francisco, but 
she will, not submit to the political domination which our neigh- 
bor seeks to impose. The persistent attempts to impose that 
domination is the barrier to an amicable understanding and fra- 
ternal co-operation on a mutually helpful basis. 


Surely there is no rancor in this. ' THE TRIBUNE takes a 


warm interest in the welfare of San Francisco, and has frequently 
given evidence that it feels that interest; and it is not our fault 
if we have been compelled to stand up in defense of the rights 
and liberties of the people of Alameda county. Blame those who 
compelled that defense as a duty, npt those who were faced with 
the alternative of inglorious submission or repelling hostile at- 
tack. We are foj" peace and amity and co-operation, yes; but first 
call off your dogs.

.re not allowed to make their investments remunerative. The 
.Iternative is public ownership. When municipalities own their 
iwn water, lighting, telephone and railway plants, the income the 
State now receives from the corporation tax will decrease, and a 
;ax on property will be required to make up the deficiency. As an 
ncome proposition, the success of the corporation tax depends 
upon private ownership. If the tax be made too burdensome or 
;he rates made unremunerative, private capital will withdraw 
from the field. Public ownership will become a necessity and the 
rule, and the corporation tax will have to give way to some other 
way of providing revenue for the State. 


Extravagance and waste are not to be encouraged on any ac- 


count. Even if we can make the corporations bleed through the 
nose, it is not wise nor is it just to spend money foolishly. Pro- 
duction must inevitably bear the burden. The cost of service will 
ncrease or service will diminish in efficiency. Taxing the cor- 
porations out of their boots may sound good, but in reality it is 
;he patrons of the corporations who pay. Don't forget that.

COLOXEL IRISH SPEAKS.

Colonel John P. Irish spoke of the 


many things that need to be done to 
Increase the manufacturing of this 
city. Los Angeles, he said. Is a great 
manufacturing city without the facil- 
ities which Oakland has.

Among them r.-as Charley, known 
to every theater almost throughout the 
United States, be.causa Miss Hollls al- ;

The mother of Lillian Lorraine Hollls ' 


was Laura. D. Fair, and sh& was known 
forty years ago as ona.of-,the most beau- 
tiful women in San Francisco. 
On No- 


vember S, 1S70, soon after the birth of 
the woman who was cremated yesterday, 
Laura Fair followed Judge A. P. Crit- 
tenden on board a ferry boat going from 
San Francisco to Oakland, where he was 
to meet his wife, returning from, the East, 
and shot and killed him. 
Laura Fair, famed -.for.her beauty, had 


left a baby in. her' rqdms, and-Just as 
Judge Crittenden was stepping from the 
boat to meet his.wifo she demanded that 
he abandon his wife and live with .her 
and acknowledge the parentage of the 
girl who dred alone In privation here'a 
few days ago. He spurned her, and, in 
proof that "hell hath.no fury like a wo- ; 
man scorned," she killed- him. 


After a sensational trial, in which many 


of thn early families of California were 
involved, Laura Fair was •' convicted of 
murder and sentenced to be hanged. She 
was the first woman to be so sentenced. 
Popular

was aroused 
and 


Laura Fair had another trial and was 
acquitted. 


Returning to her baby, she established 


a little home • and supported herself by 
singing in tho mining camp dance halls. 
Growing up In this environment, 
tha 


daughter became an actress at an early 
age1, and for the last twenty-five yea.rs 


owned a company of her own, but this 
soon failed. Her last marriage Is said 
to. have been to a man named Andrew 
Hinea.

According to 
her own statement, she is 65 years young. It was five years 
ago when she realized that she was accepting the attentions 
which are conventionally handed to elderly women—the pro- 
verbial footstool, soft pillows and easy chairs.
